service. This year it has seemed helpful if we make a dif 
ferent approach and help our readers to create their own 
services. The effort will be found pleasing to the individual 
nd the probabilities are that the results will introduce some 
original ideas which are worthy of publicity 
First of all, it may be wise to point out the distinction be 
tween a candlelighting service and a candlelight service. In 
the first the congregation responds by the lighting of in 
dividual candies. This has 
been a very popular expres 
sion of a pledge to participate 
in bringing the light of the 
world. In recent years there 


has come a growing fear of 








candlelighting services be 
cause of fire hazard, and in 
some communities their use is 
prohibited.

Preachers & Preaching 
SPEAKING IN THE CHURCH by 
John Edward Lantz. The Macmillan 
Company. 202 pages. $3.75. 

This is primarily a textbook on the art 
of preaching. It should, however, be said 
at the outset that its possibilities for use 
fulness will not be confined to the class 
room alone.

He is 
the executive director of the southern of 
fice of the National Council of Churches 
This book impresses one as covering the 
whole field. To give the possible reader an 
of its content would necessitate 
writing a booklet rather than a modest 
sized review. The second chapter has to 
do with Preparing and Using the Mind 
This is in itself a veritable treasure hous 
of good material. About two pages are de 
voted to Selecting the Manner of Delivery, 
but one would wish that most young 


preachers could read them, and they might 
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be of high vaiue to the elder brethren. The 
chapter on The Listening Congregation 
also tempts to generous quotation. The 
next chapter, Outlining for Listeners, ties 
up directly with it. An interesting question 
taken up here is “The Place of the Climax 
in Preaching 

One commendable feature of Dr 
Lantz's presentation 1s the use of sermons 
to illustrate his point. Sad to say, there 
are books on preaching which show no 
knowledge of sermons themselves. Phillips 
Brooks and Henry Ward Beecher furnish 
much illustrative material. Other names 
that leap from the pages are Fosdick, Cad 
man, Conwell, Gladden, Hughes, Brown, 
and McConnell. Ten pages are devoted to 
listing collateral reading chapter by 
chapter. Comprehensive as this list is, 
some students of homiletics will look in 
vain for some of their favorites. It will 
also be noticed that considerable effective 
use is made of material out of the beaten 
track

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WELLS ORGANIZATIONS CONCEPTS OF 
CHURCH FUND-RAISING AND GENEROUS FAMILY GIVING 


Church fund-raising can be fun. Most people greatly 
enjoy doing anything which they do well, working hard 
when success is possible, and learning how to overcome 
their chronic problems. 

There is ample proof that there is a positive “joy of 
generous giving” and that there is a strong negative 
reaction that accompanies token-giving habits. 

Extensive Wells research has indicated that families 
giving $1 or more per week for every $1,000 of their 
annual income can be considered as generous givers, while 
families giving less than $1 weekly for every $1,000 of 
annual income normally display the negative reactions of 
token givers. 

This criteria for better-than-token giving starts at only 
half the tithe. The positive reactions of givers increase as 
family pledging exceeds the tithe ($2 a week for every 
$1,000 of annual income), and is even more evident in 
families which “double-tithe”. 

Families that have given themselves a fair chance to 
try out such generous habits of giving very seldom revert 
to a token giving level. 

The “need of the giver to give generously” is greater 
than the need of the church to receive which can be 
proved by the following example 


a. If a family were to increase its $1 a week giving 
habit to $5 a week, it would increase its church 
giving by more than $200 a year 


This additional $200 would not make or break any 
church program, but such a 500° increase in weekly 
giving would make a very great difference in the 
spiritual interests and activities of such a family, 
and would transform the act of giving from a bur 
den to a joy. 


Generous giving need not be considered as a financial 


burden to any church family as can be seen from the 
following example: 


a. Take for instance a church family with a $5,000 
annual income before tax« By making better-than 
token gifts of $5 per week, using numbered and 
dated weekly offering envelopes, it will be giving 
$250 annually. Subtract this giving from its net 
annual income and it will have $4,750 left over for 
taxes and family expenditure However, such a 
generous habit of giving will help it spend the re 
maining $4,750 less foolishly or questionably. It has 
been proved that generous giving habits encour 
age better stewardship of all other family funds 
and, therefore, normally result in increased savings 

A generous weekly gift from a church family should 

be looked upon as a weekly act of worship by all members 
of the family. This can be accomplished best by 

a. First, signing a family pledge payable weekly for a 
generous dollar amount (not a percentage of in 
come), and 

d dated weekly offering 
tematically 


b. Second, using numbered an 
envelopes regularly and 
Church fund-raising is not a dollar oblem. Instead it 
is an organizational and education: allenge, t 
the families of any organized church are financially able 
to provide ample funds for their church and all its work 


OCA USE 


Organizationally: 


a. All the financial appeals of a church should be co 
ordinated in a busine like planned-giving program 
that can be understood and anticipated by all the 
church families 


A church canvass goal should be established at an 
amount which is representative of the spiritual 
needs of the church families to give generously, in 
stead of being based only on the financial needs of 
the church. At first glance this might appear to 
indicate that a minimum financial goal is being sug 
gested, while in fact a careful study of the giving 
potential of the church families will reveal that the 
strongest appeal and the largest possible goal will 
result from the use of this principle 

The lay leaders of the church must be given the 
authority to plan the fund-raising program because 
of the necessity for them to assume responsibility 
for the canvassing activities. 


d. The pastor, as the spiritual leader, should work 
closely with the lay leaders because of the good in- 
fluence which strong spiritual motivations can have 
on giving habits, and in turn because of the good 
effect which increased giving habits can have on 
token spiritual interests 
The canvass organization should be enlisted from 
the most influential and largest potential givers 
(inactive as well as active). This principle is based 
on the fact that “just as water does not run uphill” 
neither can smaller givers influence the larger 
potential givers to make really generous pledges. 


No church should be surprised by the negative resisting 
forces which normally must be overcome during the can- 
vass. In many churches these negatives can be recog- 
nized by: 


a. Attitudes of complacency and lethargy. 

b. The unwillingness of many church families to sac- 
rifice some old comfortable habits and traditions 
which have encouraged token giving. 

Instinctive desires to procrastinate and delay this 
type of positive program in the hope that it will be 
forgotten before it can be fully developed 

d. Some emotional outbursts when the token givers 
find that they cannot successfully delay the program 
Some organized opposition which may threaten to 
weaken the church (but instead will strengthen it). 
Strong pocketbook protection instincts which make 
it easy to enlist the resistance of other token givers. 

g. Special objections to any technique that will require 
the expenditure of any funds, even for additional 
sets of offering envelopes, church secretarial help, 
or church dinners 

h. An unusually strong negative reaction to any sys 
tem which does not keep all giving completely secret. 


Note: While it is agreed that it is better not to pub- 
lish any lists of gifts because most gifts are 
too small, it must be recognized that “witness 
ing of generous pace-setting pledges” is a 
form of Christian witness which, from the be 
ginning, has been a means of helping other 
people become better Christians 


Resistances which can be brought together under 
the single title of “the high pressure tactics of the 
token givers”. 

Note: It must be recognized that token givers are 
usually unhappy and negative because they 
are worshipping their money more than God, 
and are actually breaking the First Command- 
ment. 


In conclusion: 


a. Every church needs to pay more attention to teach 
ing their church families more generous habits of 
giving 

b. Every church should be willing to try these concepts 
and methods before coming to the conclusion that 
they will not work 
These plans and procedures have been the solution 
to many church financial and family spiritual prob 
lems they are not easily installed but the Chris 
tian way has never been the easy way 

d. Every church family should be willing to give a fair 
trial to a plan of generous giving before it decides 
on what is the best way of life 
No church canvass can be successful unless it is 
approached with an abundance of “faith, prayer 
and love,” and the power of this love must be so 
strong that every one in the church continues to 
love all others for their weaknesses if not for their 
strengths. 
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
